TRIAL PLACE NOT NAMED 


ATTORNEYS GIVEN UNTIL MON- 
DAY TO AGREE ON COUNTY. 


If They Cannot Agree the Court Will 
Make Designation Him- 
self. 


Judge O'Neill Ryan at 1:30 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon granted Ed Butler 
a change of venue. / 

He announced that he would give 
the attorneys until Monday .to agree on 
a county to which they might send 
the case. 

If the attorneys cannot agree on a 
county Judge Ryan will make the se- 
lection himself. 

Lawyers say he may send the case 
to any of the one hundred and fourteen 
counties in the state. 

In the course of his argument urging 
that a change of venue be granted, Gov. 
Johnson stated that he thought the de- 
fendant could secure a fair trial at Ironton, 
Mo., situated about 50 miles from St. Louis. 


In his remarks from the bench in grant- 
ing the change of venue, Judge Ryan re- 
ferred to the famous “Fee, Fee, Fee’’ inter- 
view in the Post-Dispatch. 

He said that the evidence showed that 
the prejudice against Butler dated back 
a long time, but that it was strengthened 
by this interview. 

The testimorry indicated, the court said, 
that many persons after reading this in- 
terview came to the conclusion that But- 
Jer was ony and that he had told the 
truth in the interview and confirmed sus- 
picions that they had already held. 


Circuit Attorney Folk began his argument 
in opposition to the motion for a change 
of venue in the Butler trial by reciting 
the origin of the jury system. He told how 
the jury originally consisted of men who 
had witnessed the crime and the witnesses 
of persons who had not. 

Later, Mr. Folk said, the arrangement» 
Was reversed and carried to the opposite 
extreme. Under the British law, he said, 
men were sent to remote parts of the king- 
dom, sometimes to the colonies, for crimes 
committed in England. 

In the United States, Mr. Folk said, the 
ehange of. venue iap.,.was .placed on.-the. 
statute books in the interest of defendants 
in remote districts, where every one would 
talk of a crime and no one could be 
found Without a settled opinion on the 
case. 

“The change of venue law was never in- 
tended,” Mr. Folk declared ‘‘for a great 
city like St. Louis. The city has a jury 
list of 45,000 persons. The statutes say 
the defendant is not entitled to a change 
of venue unless it can be shown that he 
can not get a fair trial in St. Louls.”’ 

NO INDIGNATION MEETING. 

Mr. Folk commented on the fact that 
there had been no public indignation meet- 
ings. There was no general feeling mani- 
fested as to the case before the court, but 
that the people generally were, to a certain 
extent, apathetic concerning it. 

Mr.@Folk cited references to show that 
newspaper comments, which the defense 


“*had dragged inte evidence, had no bearing 


as far as proving public sentiment against 
Butler. They are simply evidences of the 
personal opinions of the writers, Mr. Folk 
said. 

None of the witnesses who testified 
against Butler, Mr. Folk declared, said 
anything about the charge on which Butler 
was indicted, or said that they knew 
anything or heard anybody else say they 
knew anything about that particular 


charge. 


Mayor Wells was the first witness. “(9i,° 
Butler left his seat in the prisoner’s dock 
and took a seat in the jury box to hear 
the mayor testify. 

“You mingle and associate largely with 
citizens of St, Louis, do you?’ inquired Mr. 
Folk.

SUBURBAN TROLLEY STRIKES TRAN 


AT BRENTWOOD GRADE CROSSING 


Motorman Says That He Couldn't Stop His Car; 


Not. One Trolley Passenger Eseaped In- 
jury, Three Women Amongst Them. 


TOLLEY WAS AUNNING AT HIGH SPED; TRAN WAS STOPPING 


Passengers Declare the Trolley Brake Was Defece- 
tive-George E. Brashear Anticipated a Col- 
lision From This Cause. 


Tihrty-five persons were injured in a col- 
lision between car No. 186 of the Clayton 
branch of the Suburban electric line and en- 
gine No. 265 of the Missouri Pacific at the 
surface crossing at Brentwood, St. Louls 
County this morning. a 

The fireman and engineer of the railroad 
train were both injured. 

Three of the injured persons are women, 
but all of them escaped serious injury. 


WOMAN'S ESCAPE. »> 


Miss Amelia Gross of Kirkwood had a 
particularly narrow escape, having been 
thrown through the trap door in the floor|f 
of the electric car by the force of the 
collision, 

There were no physicians at hand when); §& 
the ccllision occurred and it was 20 muin- 
utes, passengers say, before the injured 
received medical attention.

PASSFNGERS SAW TRAIN. 


The passengers in the front part of the 
car noticed the train and some of them 
rose from their seats and started for the 
rear of the car. They knew that he had 
difficulty in stopping the car at previous 
stations and they feared the could not man- 
age the brake at this critical juncture. 

The engine had the right of way at the 
crossing and the engineer, apparently un- 
mindful of the motorman’s plight, began 
to “slow up,” as cuscomary. 

The result was that the engin 
most to a standstill across the 
tracks.

MOTORMAN REMAINED. 


Motorman Leiden stuck to his post 
the last, but his efforts were unavailing.

Guatemala Town Completely 
Destroyed by Eruption. 


IT WAS BURIED UNDER LAVA 


RETALBUTEN NESTLED AT FOOT 
OF MT. TACONA. 


Mountain First Showed Signs of Rest- 
lessness After the Earthquake 
That Killed Thousands and 
Ruined Many Towns. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.~—The steamer 
Polena, from Central American points, 
brings news of the destruction of Retal- 
buten, Gautemala, and 1000 of its inhabi- 
tants by an eruption of Mount Tacona. 


The town nestled at the foot of the moun- 
tain, which had shown little signs of ac- 
tivity umil the earthquake of April 18, 
which destroyed several towns and killed 
thousands of persons. 

The volcano is about 25 miles from Cham- 
panies. near the town of Tapachulo, which, 
t is believed, also suffered severely. 

After that catastrophe, however, ominous 
clouds of smoke, illuminated constantly by 
brilliant flashes of lightning, poured from 
its crater. 

The inhabitants saw these manifestations 
of restlessness with great alarm, but few 
of them fled the scene. 

The exact date of the eruption is not 
known, but it was near that of the destruc- 
tion of St. Pierre by Mont Pelee. 

The voleano had apparently became 
quiet just before the climax. 

Suddenly, without warning explosions, 
the top was blown off and a tornado of gas, 
rock and java was hurled upon the town. 

Nearly everybody in the town was caught 
in the ruins. 

The Bay of Champanico was full of vol- 
canic debris, which floated like wood and 
through which the Polena plowed its way. 
Other volcanoes in Guatemala have been 
restless since the earthquake and probably 
will explode. 


VISIT SOUFFRIERE’S CRATER 


GEORGETOWN, St. Vincent, June 
Three Americans were the first persons to 
climb La Souffriere after the eruption and 
look into its crater. . 


They are Edmund O. Hovey, assistant 
curator of the American Museum of Na- 
tional History; Dr. Thomas Augustus Ja- 
ser, assistant geologist of the United 
ent Geological Survey, and George C. 
Curtis 

All had looked into the crater of Mont 
Pelee from the volcano’s summit. 

All say that what they saw on La Souf- 
friere was more impressive of the terrible 
destructive energy of the volcano then 
anything on Mont Pelee. 

A cone of rock piled up in Pelee’s crater 
during the eruption obstructs tha mouth of 
the crater and destroys the impressicn of 
its depth. 

It is different with La Souffriere. The 
gases and steam have blown out the earth 
under the crater to the depth of 2000 feet 
or more. 

The gaping wound in the volcano’s top 
spreads over a cOnsiderable area. 

It is much larger than the opening on 
Pelee’s top. which is 600 feet long and 15v 
feet, wide. 

The intense heat and sulphurous gases 
from the volcano’s interior have made meas- 
urements impossible. 

The party had great difficulty in ascend- 
ae La Souffriere.

tain side spit steam and choking sulphur- 
cus gases. The heat also is intense. 
new crater has formed near the old. 
There are signs of renewed activity every- 
where and the scientists say another out- 
break from Souffriere may be expected. 
The sea around the island is disturbed, 
giving signs of submarine upheavals.

Since the announcement, following the 
meeting of the executive committee of the 
world’s fair organization Tuesday, that no 

new suits would be filed immediately 
against the owners of the property ad- 
Joining the world’s fair site on the north, 
there have been rumors in real estate and 

financial circles that the world’s fair 
representatives were conferring with the 
property owners with a view of purchasing 
a portion of the Catlin tract at a figure 
in excess of what they had ever before 
expressed a willingness to pay. 

James L. Blair, general counsel for the 
World’s Fair organization, stated to the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday morning that no 
such transaction had been concluded. 

“If there is such a deal on foot, I am not 

aware of it,”’ he said. 
“Mr... Blair said he was not at liberty to 
discuss what transpired at the meeting of 
the exposition executive committee Tuesday 
afternoon. 

“If I were,"’ said Mr. Blair. “TI would have 
answered in writing at once the editorial 
in the Post-Dispatch on the subject.”’ 

The meeting was held after the decision 
of the Circuit Court refusing to condemn 
the Catlin tract for fair purposes. Prior to 
the meeting Mr. Blair stated that he con- 
strued the decision as virtually favoring the 
World's Fair organization's position in the 
controversy, and intimated that other 
suits of a similar nature might’ be filed. 
After the meeting it was announced that no 
new suits would be filed at once, but that 
all the trees on the fair site would be cut 
down to secure the additional room neces- 
gary. 

The Post-Dispatch editorial referred to by 
Mr. Blair was a protest against the de- 
struction of these park trees. 


KRUEGER SHOWS OLD SPIRIT

ROCHAMBEAU’S GREATNESS. 


Shown in His Replies When Honors 


Were Tendered Him. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, June 7.~The Rochambeau cele- 
bration has revived the charming story 
of how the great man was admitted into 
the Legion of Honor. 
The order was instituted by Napoleon 


100 years ago. The first great council] of 
the Legion unanimously decided to send 
the old hero a letter of admission, bu 
Rochambedu by a gesture refused it, beg- 
ging that it be conferred on his son, Gen. 
ochambeau, who was defending at that 
time Martinique, against the English. 

Time passed. When, Napoleon was 
crowned emperor he recalled the great 
services of the ancient court and distribut- 
ed several grades of the Legion. He re- 
membered the marshal and sent him a 
brevet of grand office with a letter in- 
forming him that by his rank of ancient 
marshal of France he conferred on him 
this grade without making him pass by the 
inferior grades. The old marshal this time 
accepted. He was for that matter in 
bed in his property of Rochambeau, and 
she wrote on this occasion these beauti- 
ful and simple words} 

‘In the device of the cross is 
and Native Land.’ I have always 
fessed these sentiments with loyalty 
ing my military career.”’

Committee on Military Edu- 
cation Arraigns Officers. 


JUNIORS ARE VERY DEFICIENT 


WITH 


“NOT CORRECT FORM” 
THEM TO BE “KEEN.” 


Schools Are Criticised, Adoption of the 
Merit System Is Urged and Bane 
of Social Influence Is Point- 
ed Out. 


LONDON, June 7.—The report of the com- 
mittee-of military education and training, 
issued today, furnishes the strongest offi- 
cial corroboration of the inefficiency of 
the officers of the British army. The com- 
mittee’s report, which is based on the evi- 
dence of the officers themselves, from the 
commander-in-chief downwards, fills 48 
printed pages with caustic criticism of the 
existing system. 

The witnesses were unanimous in saying 
that the junior officers were lamentably 
deficient in. military knowledge, the desire 
to acquire knowledge and in zeal. 

The committee finds that the young offl- 
cers will not work unless compelled to do 
so, that ‘‘keenness is out of fashion’ and 
that ‘“‘it is not correct form.’ The commit- 
tee declares that many officers do not pos- 
sess an elementary education, and plain- 
tively protest that officers ought ‘‘at least 
to be able to express themselves clearly 
and concisely in their own language.”’ 

The report condemns the systems of both 
Woolwich and Sandhurst, where education 
is “far from satisfactory, the instructors 
having no inducement to teach the cadets, 
still less to work.” 

With the view of diminishing the ex- 
penses of officers belonging to cavalry reg- 
iments, the report recommends that polo 
tournaments, regimental coaches and the 
keeping of hounds be forbidden. 

Perhaps the penultimate paragraph is the 

most important of all. 
' “So long as mediocrity is permitted to 
pass muster,’ says one of «he committee, 
‘and signal ability meets with no sub- 
stantial recognition, {t is useless to hope 
for any valuadie results from verbal 
amendments to the regulations. Nothing 
but indpcements in the shape of certain 
reward /for good. work, either in peace or 
war, can raise the standard of knowledge 
through the commissioned ranks.’’ 

The committee, therefore, recommends an 
‘“*honest system of promotion by merit, for- 
lowing upon tests honestly conducted and 
honestly reported on.”’ 

The report plainly hints that officers can 
hardly be expected to work so long as 
the present system of advancement, through 
social influence, is in vogue, or so long 
as efficiency has nothing whatever ‘o do 
with the selection of officers for desirable 
appointments. 

The committee recommends, among other 
things, that more commissions be offered 
to the colonies and that officers be com- 
pelled to know efther French or German. 


COSTLY JOKE FOR MR. TWAIN 


Assessor HaNearly Doubled Taxes on 
His Home During Stay in 
Missouri. 


NEW YORK, June 7.—While Mark Twain 
has been renewing old associations in St. 


Louis, his taxes on his home have been 
nearly doubled. 

Mr. Clemens recently bought the Capt. 
Casey place at Tarytown for $47,500, with 
the intention of making it his permanent 
home.. Tax assessors never bothered him, 
and although grievance day was duly ad- 
vertised no one appeared for Mr. Clemens 
before the board on Tuesday when protests 
were received.

BOAT NAMED IN HIS HONOR 


Countess Rochambeau Christened City 
Harbor Boat Which He Steered 
for Fifteen Minutes. 


Mark Twain for fifteen minutes Friday 
presided at the wheel of the city harbor 
boat which later was’ christened in his 
honor by the Countess Rochambedau. 

During these fifteen minutes he guided 
the craft safely past the Chain of Rocks 
and for a mile farther up the Mississippi. 

It was the first time since 1830 that the 
world famous Missourian had been in a 
Mississippi river steamer pilot house and 


almost twice as long since he had acted 


as a pilot. 

Dr. Clemens seemed to enjoy the experi- 
ence hugely. 

“That is the last time I will ever play 
pilot,” he said, seriously, as he descended 
from the pilot house. 

Dr. Cleniens, with the Count and Countess 
Rochambeau and the members of their par- 
tv. was the guest on the city harbor boat 
t Mayor Wells and the city officials and 

ident Francis and the World's Fair of- 
ficials jointly. 

The boat had been in the city service 
for several years without a name, and 
the visit of Mark Twain to St. Louis sug- 
gested a name for it to Mayor Wells. 


Countess Agreed 


to Christen It. 
In accepting an invitation to make the 


trip on the boat, the Countess Rocham- 


beau also agreed to preside at the christen- 
ing of the craft in honor of the most fa- 
mous man ever connected with Mississippi 
river steamboating. 

It was shortly after the guests went 
aboard the then unnamed craft and Pilot 
Matt Tully started her up the river that 
Dr. Clemens, in response to requests of 
the other guests, eee or a Ts pilot house 

relieved the regular pilot. — 
anvith his hat on the back of his head and 
the breeze playing with his frosted locks, 
Mark Twain seized the wheel and turned 
it to the right and left as he did in his 


routh.

husiasm. 
He shouted a call from the pilo house
